AN ARCTIC DIARY. 
Leaves From the Note Book of 
Capt. De Long. 


Terrible Sufferings of Part of the Jean- 
nette’s Crewe

2 sl geal September 13.—The Herald 
publishes interesting extracts from Capt. De 
Long’s journal. The narrative begins with 
the sinking of the ship and extends over 
several weeks of hard work that ended 
temporarily by the discovery of Bennett 
Island. The story will cause all readers to 
wonder anew at the endurance of which hu- 
‘man nature is capable. Forthe shipwrecked 
crew to haye transported only themselves 
over the rough ice covered with 
soft snow and water, bridging 
openings with floating ice, would of itself 
have scemed a wonderful achievement. But 
Capt. De Long’s party took with them their 


boats, heavily loaded with provisions 
for the ong trip before’ them, 
end so often had the road _ to 
be traversed that a mile of progress for the 
entire command and its impediments 
often meant seven miles Of walking. 
The terrible discovery at one time 


thatice had drifted northward faster than 
the expedition had traveled in the opposite 
direeiton, would have unmanned almost any- 
ore in such a position, but De Long seems 
- to have iost uone of his energy while carry- 


ing this dread secret ta his breast. 
The difficulties of the advance after leaving 
the Jeauneite are thus deseribed: Our ex- 
perience thus far has not been very encourag- 
ing. We have had such terrific roads, such 


storms and such ugiy ice openings that our 
difficulties have been increased. ‘The neces- 
sities of the ease have led to overloading the 
sleds, and, though they wou d have sone 
well on rough or smooth 1Ce, the spew wouid 


stop these or any other sleds. Twenty- 
eight men and twenty-three dogs, 
being backed with all their strengtn, 
could only start one 1,600 pound 


sled a few feet each time, and when sliding 
down a hillshe would plunge into a snow 
bank, and it wasterrible work getting her 
out.

LAST NIGHT’S VANDALIA, 


The Train Which Left St. Louis 
for New York Wrecked. 


The Pullman Sleeper Smashed—Narrow 
Escape of Many st. Louisans.

COLUMBUS, O., September 13.—The Van- 
dalia train which left St. Louis last evening 
for New York met with quite an accideot 
about 10 6’clock this morning. It was near 
Urbana, Ohio. The Pul|man sleeper for New 
York was the last car ip the rear of the train. 
It had about twenty passengers 
most of them residents of St. Louis, like Mr. 
J. G. MeClelian, the title investigator; his 
son, Henry S. Mccvlellan; Mr. John 8. Hen- 
shaw and wife; Miss Emily Moffat; Mr. T. 
E. White, of Skinner, White & Co., with his 
little boy; Robert and Oliver Forth 
who are going to echool in 
Pennosvivania; Mr. Joseph Pulitzer, and 
several Eastern peonle, amongthem Maj J. 
P. Wright of the United States army and 
Philadeiphia, Mr. and Mrs. W, A. Pastor of 
Pittsburg. A heavy freight train run right 
into this Pullman car, sma<hingits rear por- 
tion into pieces and tearing asunder parts of 
the heavy locomotive. The collision occurred 
on a steep embankment, and it was fortunale 
the Pullman car did nvt leave’ the 
track and roll down the height at leas twen- 
ty feet. Infact the accident was chiefly re- 
markable forthe yooa fortnne and narrow 
escape cf the passengers. No one 
was hurt exveptiog a few 
bruises, the general shock and the inhaling 
of some thick smoke, with which the sleeper 
was soon filed, The Pullman car had to be 
left on the road, end the passeugers, 
after a short delay, “ent on 
in the smoking car. The freight train was 
badly smashed. Mr. Traphageu, the Pullman 
car conductor, rendered every service and at- 
tention and made himself generally useful. 
Both Miss Emily Moffet and her sister, 
Mrs. Henderson, escaped without a seratchb. 
The loss of life was prevented by two lucky 
incidents. The passenger train was standing 
still and the freight train was ging at a very 
slow speed at the time of the collision.

Michigan Crops. ' 

DETROIT, Micu., September 13.—Reports 
from threshing by the Secretary of State and 
published inthe Michigan Crop Report for 
September, show thatin the southern four 
tiers of counties,where nine-tenths of the crop 
is grown, the number of acres of wheat 
threshed is 105,610 or seven per cent of the 
entire acreage. The yield is 1,865,000 bushels 
—an average of seventeenand two-thirds to 


the acre or more than one bushel less than 
estimated by correspondents in August. As 
then estimated, about one-third of the crop 
has been injured by rain damage. Wheat 
that can be marketed at all brings from 50 to 
75 per cent price No.1 but no inconsiderabdie 
amount is worthless eXcept for feed. The 
oat crop is one of the best ever grown. The 
yield per acre as reported by threshers is 
thirty-one bushels. Corn, though now late, 
promises an average crop. The estimate for 
barley is 26 bu-heis per acre. The meadow 
and pastures and clover sowed this vear are 
in excellent condition. Beef cattle ana sheep 
are in better flesh than on September 1 last 
year. Winter apples promise one-half and 
late peaches six-tentbs of an average crop. 
Reports from two hundred and eighty 
elevators and milis show that there were 
939,433 bushels of wheat marketed by the 
farmers in July and August. At one-third 
of the elevators and milis reporting no wheat 
was marketed in July. The number of live 
stock six months old and overin the State last 
spring ix as follows: Horses, 818,781; milch 
cows, 310,334; cattle, other than miich cows, 
317,782; hogs, 458,101; sheep, 2,216,305, Com- 
pared with 1881 there isan increase in the 
number of horses, bogs and sheep, and a de- 
crease in the number of cattle.

The Star Route Case. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., September 13.—The 
Criminal couft met this morning, (Judge 
Wylie presiding,) for the purpose cf hearing 
argument on the motion entered upon Mon- 
day last, for the arrest of :judgementin re- 
gard to Miner and Rerdell, and to increase 
the bonds of defendants as to whom the jury 
failed to agree. Brady, Vaile and J. W. Dor- 
sey were present and as soon as the court was 
called to order Rerdeli and Miner entered, 


escorted by two sheriffs. The court said the 
matter of bonds would be taken up first. He 
heldthatthe subsisting bomds would con- 


tinue in force, as far as the 
defendants, as to whom thejury failed to 
agree, were concerned aud in this 


view Merrick concurred. Merrick, however, 
insisted that Vaile’s bond should be increa-ed 
and the court increased 16 from $1 000 to 
$10 000, L. P. Williamson, of Independence, 
Mo., beeoming surety. As to the q.:estion of 
setting aside the verdict, Henckle argued the 
verdict was inconsistent with the scieme of 
the indictment.

IRON AND STEEL, 


To-day’s Session of the Manufacturers’ 
Convention. 

CRESSON SPRINGS, PA., September 13.— 
The convention of iron and steel manufac- 
turers reassembted this morning. Mr. Moen, 
of Worcester, Mass., moved to modify the 
order adopted yesterday prohibiting any 
amendmentto the report from a section, ex- 
cept by the seetion itself. The practical 
effect of this, he complained, was to deny 


members of the convention any 
opportunity to cffer an amend- 
ment. His proposed modification 


contemplated the withdrawal ofa report up- 
on the request of five members of a section to 
allow it to be further considered in accord- 
ance With any suggestions made in the con- 
vention. This, he thought, wouid tend to 
harmonize allinterests. The motion was de- 
feated by 21 to 48, when Mr. Maen expressed 
regret that the msj ritv were afraid of fair 
play. The convention then took up the first 
item of the recommendations of the pig iron 
manufacturers, nameiv an increase of duty 
on iron in pigs from $7 to # per ton. Mr. 
Bushueil, of New York, thought the conven- 
tion would misapprehend the signs of the 
i(imes ifit recommend an increase instead of 
reduction of duties. ° 

His associates who had been before the 
Ways and Means Commi'tee azreed that the 
body continue as it has begun. Mr. Andrew 
Carnegie, of New York, beiieved the conven- 
ton would have t:eason to fear not its ene- 
mies but its friends.* If it dared to recom- 
mend an increase of duty on any article. and 


pubiic opinion, he thought, would 
sustain the proposition that any 
‘change of duties should he in the 


direction of reduction except where by false 
rulings or mizconstructions of the spirit 
of the law has been viv lated, especially where 
manufacturers of the more advanced stage 
have been admitted at lower rates of duty 
than those assessed upon cruder forms of 
thesame material. He could imagine what 
pig iron Kelley would say this morning when 
he read that an increase on pig iron had been 
recommended. That Scotchman would ex- 
claim: “God deliver me from my friends.’’ 


The argument for the protection of our 
infant industries coaid have but 
little force now after twenty 


years of abundant protection. Mr. Priam of 
Philadelphia agreed,ihat the manufactured 
pay a less duty than the cruder 
articie Dut contendedthat the latter should 
have a proper ratio of protection in propor- 
tion to Lnat given the more finished article. 
He thought as the steei men contemplated an 
advance of duty the pig iron rate asked for 
should be allowed, Mr. Morris, of Philadel- 
phia,argued that what was asked for was not 
really an increase but a restoration of the p'g 
iron duty to the figure at which it was fixed 
prior to the reduction to $7 some years ago. 
This reduction was then applicable to pig 
iron alone, and that interest was the only 
sufferer. The other industries were now 
professedly favoring a reduction, but each 
was unwilling to lower the duties which 
affected itself. Ele thought it would only be 
fair play now for bar-iron and steel men to 
agree to some reduction and allow $9 on pig- 
be restored. The latter interest 
needed the duty. It would not increase the 
cost to any Eastern manufacturers, be- 
cause, as there was an  over-supply 
abroad the price would not be affected. Mr. 
Bushnell, of New York, said that if the con- 
vention made any radical mistakes he and 
others would go before the Wavs and Means 
Committee at Washington and endeavor to 
have them rectified. Mr. Williams, of Cata- 
sauqua, Pa., opposed the recommendation 
for an advance, The protection claimed for 
the pig iron trade in its infancv ought not to 
be continued now, that it had reached years 
of maturity. The feeling of the bar iron and 


plate men was in (favor of a *re- 
duction if this appeared to be necessary, 
'but they were unalterably opposed to 


any advance in rates upon any article. Mr. 
Spearman, of Sharon, Pa., said that an ad- 
vante of $2 per ton had been decided upon. 
It had been decided upon by the pig-iron men 
in their meeting after careful deliberation, 
and they did not propose to submit to the 
dictation of representatives of other indus- 
tries as to what they themselves should re- 
commend. He had hoped to see harmony in 
the conveution, but from what had transpired 
he concluded that the pig-iron men were in 
the wrong boat and that they should 
not have come to the convention. Their 
only piace was in aconvention of their own, 
because here they were dictated to by men 
not producers of pig iron who claimed to un- 
derstand the wants of that interest better 
than they did. Concerning what had been 
said about goipg to Washington, he had only 
to say that the pig iron men had guot been 
there, but were entirely willing to go there 
and take care of their own interests irrespec- 
tive of the co-operation of other branches of 
tride. Mr. Sternberg, of Reading, believed 
that $7 per ion affoided ample 
protection for the pig iron 
industry, and thatif the object was to put 
money into the pockets of the producers, it 
Was one which the country would severel 

criticize. After further digcussion, in whic 

the suggestion was repeated by several dele- 
gates that the convention should reconsider 
its recommendation in regard to iron ore, and 


contine itself to the correction of admitted 
ambiguities and inequalities in the 
tariff, Mr. Ely, of Cleveland, 
moved the appointment of a committee 
of two members of each sectionj to consider 
and report a fixed schedule of duties 
on all iron and steel products 
and oniron ore. Mr. Merrill favored this as 
the only practicable meaus of securing har- 
mony of action. Mr. Brown’ objected that 
this would be a violation of the order oi 
business. Mr. Moen, of Worcester, Mass., 
repiied ihatthe pig iron men need not be 
frightened, as they would still have, after the 
conference, all the votes§they now had. The 
motion was carried with ‘ittle opposition. A 
resolution favoring a reduction of duties 
where changes were made except in the cor- 
rection of erroneous interpretations of the 
tariff adverse to trade, was referred te a com- 
mittee, and a recess was taken until the 
afternoon.

Detective Erskine Kelates the Story of the 
Attempted Rubbery. 

his moining Detective Frank Erskine,of the 
St. Louis and San Francisco Railroad, arrived 
in the city. Concerning the attempted train 
robbery at Vinita, Indian Territory, on last 
Mofiday night, Mr. Erskine said: 
‘*I was posted about the movements of the 
gang, which I was told was headed by 
Frank James. It was their intention to side-

15 milesfrom Vinita, which is about 364 

St. Louis. They changed their plans, how- 
ever, and had two men to board train at 
Vintta and they would be joined by the rest of 
the party. Tne plans were made for the 
Missouri Pacific train comin around 
north from San Antonio, Texas. Mr. J. Bar- 
rett, who has charge of the express messengers, 
and myself went down 33 miles to mee: the 
train, Wethen posted conductor Snip War- 
ner to be in readiness, We took our seats, and 
agthe same time agreed upon one of the rob- 
bers, who had boarded the train, jnmped up 
and ordered the conductor to throwup his 
bands. He did so, but just then the man 
raised his revolver and fired. The ball entered 
Warner’s mouth, coming out near the apex of 
the cheek bone. Well, he didn’t have time to 
fire tne second time. He was killed instantly, 
One bail taking effect in the brain, one in the 
heart and oneinthearm. He dropped with 

out uttering a word. The other man 
Was talking to me just before this. It was said 
thatthe dead robber was Jim Cummings, of 
the James boys’ gang, but I could not recog- 
nize his tace.

TAX REFORM. 

In raising enormous revenues under the 
pressure of internal war and amid the throes 
of reconstruc'ion, we have done it with but 
little refercnce to anything except the imme- 
diate object in view, that of getting the 
monev. We have all felt that it was patriot- 
ic to pay the taxes, aud thatit was a species 0, 
treason to question the justice or the mode of 
levying them. Andeo it came to pass that 
the quadruple operation of our city, county, 
State and Federal tax machinery has placed 
us under a burden which, if not the heay- 


_— 


iest, is the most obstructive and destructive 


now endured by a nation of enlightened 
people. 

In the first place our internal reve nue 
system extracts from the products of land, 
workshop labor and capital, and destruc- 
tively devotes to unproductive uses 
sums vast in excess of the legitimate needs 
of the Government. Every dollar of such 
excess is robbery, and is, besides, an irresist- 
ible temptation to the jobbing appropriations 
in which we always see the excess swallowed 
up. Yet so insidiously are these taxes levied 
that this goes on without rebuke from the 
because the mass of voters from 
whose earnings these taxes are ceducted have 
& vague impression that somebody else pays 
them, and that they are themselves benefited 
by the squaundering of ‘‘Government money.” 
They do not realize that it is their own 
money; that these taxes swell the cost of 
everything they buy, thua diminishing the 
purchasing power of their earnings, and 
really extracting the public revenues there- 
from without awakening tbeir suspicions. 
They even favor needless taxes under the de- 
lusion that the expenditure {thereof will in- 
crease thelrown giins, and they oppose the 
remission of $150,000,000 of surplus taxes be- 
cause they have an idea that such a reduction 
wouldecut off that much of the wages at 
present paid to labor. For instance, they paid 
$45,000,000 of duty on the sugar they consum- 
ed last year, but they feel as if that amount 
was gratuitously paid for them by certain 
public-spirited capitalists engaged in the 
sugar business,and that the repeal of this 
tax would wipe out $45,000,000 from 
the present rewards of home la- 
bor and production. And thus we have 
created a vast and complicated system of 
business interests built upon taxation, de- 
pending upon tax robbery for prosperity, and 
powerful enough to prevent any proper re- 
duction and to per, etuate the insidious and 
delusive system at the expense of the labor 
andthe more legitimate industries of the 
country. 

The worst thing about this fabric of wrong 
is that, instead of imposing a proper share of 
the burden on accumulated wealth, which 
can carry it without loss to the country, it 
bears directly against free production, against 
labor, restricting if not prohibiting the free 
action of its limbs, and filching its rewards 
under pretense of protecting them. The cost 
of living is increased by it to the average 
wage-earner ovtof all proportion to the ine 
crease of his wages, because it compels him to 
pay increased prices for the support of so 
many enterprises naturally unprofitable. This 
is the system that brings long periodical de- 
pressions upon us and fills the land with des- 
perate tramps and famishing rioters. And 
vet the first tax to be taken off was 
that on incomes and inheritances, the 
fairest tax we ever levied, and the 
one which ‘least burdened or ham- 
pered production. The next relief favor- 
ed by the majority in Congress last winter 
was the repeal of taxes on banks and patent 
medicinese—no relief for labor or for ‘the 
poor consumer who works forallhe gets. 
The boundless resources of the most bounti- 
ful country on earth nave enabled us to stand 
a system of taxation that would have ruined 
any people and wrecked any government in | 
Europe. But we must speedily reduce the 
amoynt and readjust the pressure by a sub- 
stantial reform in the methods and objects of 
taxation.

ANOTHER REVOLT. 

An anti-Christian demonstration in har- 
mony with the revolt of ACHMET ARABI has 
broken out in Tripoli, Egypt’s Western 
neighbor. There have been grave troubies 
throughout the province of Cyrene, and at 
Ben Ghazi, its capital, in particular, not only 
have Christians been mercilessly put to the 
sword, but strong reinforcements have been 
sent therefrom to strengthen the hands of the 
insurgent ex-Pasha ARABI. It is quite pos- 
sibie that Cyrene, if not the whole of Tripoli, 
may yet play an important part in the strug- 
gle now being waged in the East between the 
Cross and the Crescent. Cyrene is the heaa- 
quarters of the Senoussians, the largest and 
most dangeroug of the religious Mohamme- 
dan asociations among the Arabs. MOHAM- 
MED SENOUSSI, the founder of the sect, was 
a fanatical marabout, originally from the 
province of Oran, Algiers. Inthe person of 
his son, who is now known as the Si-el- 
Mebedi-ben-SENOUSSI (the Propnesied Savior 
of SENOUSSI) he bequeathed these zealots a 
rich legacy. This Mehedi 1s the man on 
whom the eyes of al] Moslems are now turned. 
He it is whom they believe to be the Savior 
who, in November next, according to the 
prophesy, will lead them to victory over all 
infidels. 

Although Tripoli is nominally under Turk- 
ish suzerainty, it is virtually governed by this 
so-called Mehedi. His government is thor- 
its ramifications extend 
far into the interior of Africa; to it are all 
taxes paid; its agents have perfect control of 
the people, and at any mothent could excite 
them to a bloody war. The Mehedi, who a 
few weeks ago crossed the Egyptian 
frontier, is now on the eve of effecting 
a junction with ARABI. When at home he 
ives on the oasis Djerboub, in the Desert o, 
Barea, thirty days journey frum Ben Ghazi. 
He is not the fanatical marabout, or priest, 
he has of late been represented, but a dash- 


nothing less than the total expulsion of all 
Europeans from Africa. His influence 
throughout Northern Africa is very great.

The 
confidence with which this advance and its 
result were foretold in the preceding day’s 
dispatches indicated that Sir GARNET WOL- 
SELEY’S well-concealed, preparations were 
such as to make him feel sure of his game. 
If his victory enables him to take possession 
of Zagazig, he will then be across the desert 
in easy communication with all points of his 
base on the Suez Canal. Gen. LORING, an 
American officer who served longin Egypt, 
has said that Zigazig is not a strong position, 
and that ARaBI’s whole line thence to 
Cairo is an exceedingly weak one, requiring 
a large army for its defense. In Gen- 
LORING’s opinion tne loss of Zagazig 
would surrender the whole Delta to the 
British and narrow ARABI’S operations to the 
line of Kalyub and Heliopolis, which is said 
to be naturally a very strong one covering 
Cairo. His defeat at Tel-el-Kebir, however, 
may turn outto be so severe and demoralizing 
as to leave him nothing but the chances of 
desultory war in the open field, which means. 
a total loss of ali the objects he had in view.

The Great English Race Won by 
Dutch Oven. 


How This Great Sporting Event yas 
Established—Interesting Events 
in Its Decades. 


LONDON, September 13.—The St. Leger 
stakes was won by Dutch Oven, Gehelmnsss 
second, Shotover third. 

THE ST. LEGER STAKES. 

More interest is taken here in to-day’s run 
for the St. Leger stakes, at Doncaster, in 
Yorkshire, England, than usual, for three 
American horses started in tbe race, Mr. 
Keene’s Golden Gate, P. Lorillard’s Sachem 
(which ran third inthis year’s Derby) ana 
Gerald. 

The Doncaster St. Leger, which was run 
to-day over the Doncaster Town Moor, is a 
racing event of greater antiquity than the 
Derby, and of but little Jess importance in the 
estimation of English turfmen. The Derby 
honor is the Biue Ribbon, the St. Leger the 
white ribbon of the turf. Itisasortofa 
Fall Werby, a second test of three year old 
excellence at the same weights carried at the 
Derby, 122 libs. for colts and 117 jibs. 
for fillies. It has long been held the crown- 
ing glory of turf renown to carry off both of 
these prizes, and it has been accomplished 
ten times since the Derby was instituted in 
1879. To have won the Two Thousand, the 
Derby and the St. Leger lifis tne quadruped 
out of the mere ranks of the four-footed 
aristocracy, and crowns him king of al! 
beasts. Of the few racers that have suc- 
ceededin winning the double event one was 

he peerless Iroquois, son of Leamington 
and Maggie B. B. He accomplished a 
greater feat even than this. Between the 
Derby and St. Leger, two weeks after the 
Derby, he took up an impost of eight pounds 
more weight than was carried in the Derby or

THE ADVANCE. 


How the Eaglish Troops Fare in the 
Ravptian Sands 
Ismailia Cur. Loadon'News. 

Ido not wisnto flstierour army, but I 
must say that, although this engagement was 
anythiog but seriou:,so far as rea: hard fight- 
ing goes, I consider our so'diers have ucted 
splendidly, andI am not speaking without 
experience in such matters. The difficulties of 
the ground were fearful, and the heat of the 
sun defies exaggeration. Oae’s hands and 
face became literally roasted. It is like keep- 
ing them before a roaring kitchen fire for ten 
huurs a dag. Of ¢ourse persons will com- 
plain that the transport service was insufii- 
cient, and assured y it was; but what trans- 
port service, and We have one of the finest in 
the world here, would face this burning 
sand and glaring sun? Readers will perbaps 
smile incredulously when [ say that this day 
made the stirrups iiterally burn my boots. A 
great many transport carts had to be un- 
harnessed to drag the guns up last night, and 
I noticed them standing beside the railway 
line as I rode to tne scene vf action this 
morning, but everything is going to the front 
fairly well, considering the difficulties that 
have to be encountered. The only transport 
service possible in a country such as that 
through which we are passing would be one 
composed. of camels, such as the evemy 
possesses. 

I rode out from Ismailia to Maxama (Mah- 
sameh) and back yesterday, and at Nefiche 
fouod au armed traln, commanded by officers 
of the Penelope and manned by biue-jackets 
waiting to proceed. Troops are continually 
advancing, and it will not be long before Tel 
el Kebir is attacked. Between Kimses and 
Maxama the ground consists of crisp and peb- 
bles and marching is easy. The meu are fairly 
comfortable at Ramses,but life at Maxama 1s 
horrible. There is no drinking water between 
Ramses and Maxama, and the Freshwater 
Caual is full of dead horses and corpses of 
Arabs, some Baving been thrownin by the 
Arabs and others shot or killed by shells 
while attempting to escape. The standing 
water at Maxama isso bad, owing to the 
dead bodies inthe canal, thatit has been 
condemned by the doctors. 

Events have disclosed a piece of tru'y 
diabolical malice on the part of those ia 
command of the Egyptian forces. A number 
of corpses of men and camels have been 
thrown into the stagnant water, probabdls in 
the hope that an outbreak of some deadly 
contagious fever might be produced among 
the British troops, and, of course, also in the 
towns supplied from the canal. I write feél- 
ingly, for Ihave to-day mvseif drunk some 
of this Water through a pocket fliter. These 
fiiters are rather scarce in camp, and, of 
course, they are useless against a mass of 
putrid animal matter. The men are con- 
tuinually filling their botties at the 
canal, and it is impossible to prevent 
them. The heat is simply insuppurt- 
able, and all creatures with skins musi fill 
them with water or suffer torment. Since I 
have been sitting under the shelter of a 
friend’s tent this afternoon a young officer of 
dragoons fainted on the sand, put I am 
happy to suy allis right again. ‘The bospital 
on the other side of the canai—a pretty lit- 
tle mosque of red and white brick—is daily 
filled with cases of sunstroke. The dam 
hereis now pierced sufficiently for ligut craft 
to pass.
